the murder was the result of 8 quarrel, Thé 
priucipal witness in the case would state that 
he had @ habit of gaiog to tbis-house,. Oo the 
‘shernoon of the-25th ulto, he went to the house 
and while thero' a dispute a.ose between the 
prisoner and the deceased over the sum of one. 
/ dollar and filly cents, ‘which the deceased 
alleged prisoner had stolen. ‘ihe two men. 
quareclled .aud fought. At that time tt 
‘was pot sugested that avy kaives ‘were 
used. .The next’ morning, ‘at “about 9.30 
o'clock, the prisoner’ returned to the housg 
‘atid fotind deceased ‘sitting up in bed. They 
qunrrelied again over the money aad they were 
sull at it, when the witness called, tie saw the. 
prisoner pruduce a knife. ‘The deceased man 
‘ran out of the house. The prisoner pursued’ 
him, the ‘witness following, and be saw the pri- 
soner caught deceased by the queuc-and stab- 
bed him. [t-appeared that id held on 
to prisooer’s queue and called "Savelfe." The 
witness rad'up and seized prisoner, taking away 
ihe koife from him, and ho also called-for as- 
sistance. Shortly after a man cime up with a 
‘rope and between them they bound the pri- 
soner and took. back deteased to the house.
